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DETAILED ACTION 

Continuation of #11: The application is not placed in condition for allowance because: 
Applicant's claims are stilled rejected by the previous applied prior art in the paper mailed 
November 1,2004. 

In response to applicant's argument that there is no suggestion to combine the references, 
the examiner recognizes that obviousness can only be established by combining or modifying the 
teachings of the prior art to produce the claimed invention where there is some teaching, 
suggestion, or motivation to do so found either in the references themselves or in the knowledge 
generally available to one of ordinary skill in the art. See In re Fine, 837 F.2d 1071, 5 
USPQ2d 1596 (Fed. Cir. 1988)and/« re Jones, 958 F.2d 347, 21 USPQ2d 1941 (Fed. Cir. 1992). 
In this case, both references are directed towards adhesive material in combination with labels. 

In response to Applicant's argument that the passage of Stahl is silent with regard to 
whether the second layer is also a hot melt adhesive and that the second adhesive is a heat 
sensitive adhesive, which leads away from the claimed invention, even though the second 
adhesive of Stahl is sensitive to heat, it does not make the adhesive layer a hot melt adhesive. 
Most adhesives are sensitive to heat in some form, usually resulting in the adhesive becoming 
less tacky. Specifically, Stahl teaches that the second adhesive is a pressure sensitive adhesive, 
which does not meet the characteristic of a hot melt adhesive. A hot melt adhesive starts in a 
solid form and is heated to make it tacky. Pressure sensitive adhesives are tacky in all stages and 
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become more firmly adhered to a surface through the addition of pressure. Therefore, while the 
Stahl reference teaches a pressure sensitive adhesive that is sensitive to heat, it does not meet the 
limitations of a hot melt adhesive and reads on the claim limitations recited in claims 19 and 26.
